One of the country’s most successful and re- 
spected head coaches, Tom Osborne is in his 
eleventh season as the Husker head coach. Dur- 
ing his tenure, Osborne has come to be recog- 
nized as one of America’s top football coaches. 

Osborne's '82 team was 12-1, ranked No. 3 in 
the country, and finished as Big Eight and 
Orange Bowl champions. He has three times 
been named Big Eight Coach of the Year and in 
1978 was named the Bobby Dodd National 
Coach of the Year by the Atlanta Quarterback 
Club. 

Not only has Osborne won 79.5 percent of all 
of the games he has coached, but his last ten 
seasons with the Huskers, Nebraska has made 
ten post season bowl appearances and finished 
in the “elite” nations Top Ten all ten years. 

An outstanding collegiate athlete himself, 
Osborne played professional football with the 
Washington Redskins and the San Francisco 
49ers. In 1962 he joined the Nebraska football 
staff as an assistant coach. In 1965 he received 
his Ph.D. in Educational Psychology but elected 
to stay in football coaching. 


In 1973, he took over the dynasty he had 
helped build during the reign of Bob Devaney. He 
has an overall record of 96-24-2 going into the 83 
season. 

During the winter of 1979, he was promoted to 
Assistant Athletic Director. 

While an assistant coach at Nebraska, his 
most notable star was wingback Johnny Rod- 
gers, whom Osborne guided to a Heisman Tro- 
phy, All America honors, and a first round selec- 
tion in the pro draft by the San Diego Chargers. 
Rodgers elected to play Canadian football where 
he was several times the Most Valuable Player in 
the league. 

In his ten years as the Husker head man, he 
has lost only ten non-conference football games.

CLETUS FISCHER

Cletus Fischer. Former Husker star and pro player with the New York 
Giants, Fischer has been in charge of the offensive line for the last 15 
years. Before that he was head frosh coach for 2 years where he 
compiled an 8-0 record. As the line and kicking coach he has pro- 
duced numerous All American and All Big 8 performers. Included 
among them are 1979 first round draft choice of the Denver Bron- 
cos—Kelvin Clark, 1980 draftees Randy Schleusener and Joe 
Adams and 1981 draftee Tom Carlstrom. Other All Americans in- 
clude centers Rik Bonness, Doug Dumler and Tom Davis and tack- 
les Marvin Crenshaw and Daryl White.Last season, center Dave 
Rimington gained All America honors and won his second Outland 
Trophy and the Lombardi Award and was drafted in the first round by 
the Cincinnati Bengals of the NFL. 


GENE HUEY 


Entering his seventh year as the Husker receivers coach is Gene 
Huey. An outstanding college football player while at Wyoming, he 
was the first player in the history of the Western Athletic Conference 
to make All WAC on offense (1967) and on defense (1968). Coach 
Huey was a fifth round draft choice of the St. Louis Cardinals and 
also played with the Vikings and the Chargers. In 1968 he was 
named Sports Illustrated Receiver of the Week for his performance 
against Utah State. He also played in the 1968 All America and 
East-West Shrine All Star games. All Pro tight end Junior Miller of 
Atlanta heads the list of Huey coached athletes. Huey has also 
coached players like Preston Dennard of the LA Rams, Curtis Craig, 
Ken Spaeth, Kenny Brown, Tim Smith and Anthony Steels. Last 
season the Huskers had a spectacular group of receivers with Jamie 
Williams, third round draft choice of the New York Giants, Todd 
Brown, drafted by the Detroit Lions, and Mitch Krenk, a Seattle Sea- 
hawk free-agent. Pre-season All America Irving Fryar returns at 
wingback. 


MILT TENOPIR 


In his tenth year at Nebraska as offensive line coach is Milt 
Tenopir. He and Cletus Fischer split duties with the Huskers’ line- 
men. A very successful high school coach, he compiled a 76-34-1 
while coaching for 12 years in Kansas, Colorado, and Nebraska. He 
also coached the Colorado All Star game in 1968 and the Nebraska 
Shrine game in 1974. 

Tenopir has coached All Americans and pro players like Kelvin 
Clark, Tom Davis, and Randy Schleusener. Last season the Huskers 
had All Conference performers Dave Rimington, Mike Mandelko, 
and Randy Theiss. 


FRANK SOLICH 


Frank Solich enters his fifth season at Nebraska, first as offensive 
backfield coach. The last four years he has been the head freshman 
coach. Again last season the Husker Frosh posted a perfect 5-0 
mark. Solich’s frosh record was 19-1. Known as the smallest, but 
toughest fullback in Nebraska football history, Solich was co-captain 
of the Huskers undefeated 1965 football team. He was an All Big 8 
selection at fullback in 1965 and was also a baseball letterman. 
Solich had numerous State Championship teams while coaching at 
Lincoln Southeast High School. 

This year the Huskers showcase All America I-Back Mike Rozier, 
whom Solich recruited from Camden, NJ. He also recruited NU wing- 
back Irving Fryar. Last year senior |-Back Roger Craig was the 
second round NFL draft pick of the San Francisco 49ers. 


DEFENSE 


CHARLIE McBRIDE 


In his seventh year is defensive coordinator and defensive line 
coach Charlie McBride. McBride was an All Big 8 performer at Col- 
orado and played professionally for the Denver Broncos. He has 
coached Pittsburgh Steeler All Pro center Mike Webster, tight end 
Larry Mialak of the Houston Oilers, Dennis Lick of the Chicago 
Bears, Bill Gregory of the Seattle Seahawks. At Nebraska he has 
coached pro players like Rod Horn of the Cincinnati Bengals, Bill 
Barnett of the Miami Dolphins, and Henry Waechter of the Chicago 
Bears. This year Jeff Merrell and Toby Williams have advanced to 
pro football. 


GEORGE DARLINGTON 


Coaching the Husker defensive ends for the last eleven years 
has been George Darlington. The Huskers have a tradition of having 
outstanding defensive ends like All Americans George Andrews, Bob 
Martin, Derrie Nelson, and Jimmy Williams. Andrews was a first 
round selection of the Los Angeles Rams. Williams was picked first 
by the Detroit Lions. Ray Phillips of Philadelphia and Cody Jones are 
other top flight ends who also played under the guidance of Darling- 
ton. 

Last season Tony Felici was an All Big Eight selection. 


JOHN MELTON 


Entering his 22nd year as a Husker assistant is linebacker coach 
John Melton. Coach Melton has coached the wingbacks, tight ends, 
linebackers, and been head freshman coach in his career at NU. 
One of Nebraska’s top recruiters, he has brought the likes of Husker 
All America David Humm to Nebraska. Among others included are 
All America and All Pro John Dutton of the Cowboys, and All Amer- 
icans Dave Butterfield and Tony Jeter. His linebacker stars include 
1975 first round draft choice Tom Ruud, Lee Kunz, Bob Nelson, and 
last years seniors Steve Damkroger, Steve McWhirter, and Brent 
Evans. 


BOB THORNTON 


Bob Thornton, former standout in the Husker secondary in 1972 
and 73, begins his third year at Nebraska after a three year coaching 
stint at West Point and Western Illinois. Thornton coaches the defen- 
sive secondary. In his first year he coached cornerback Rodney 
Lewis who was drafted by the New Orleans Saints. Last season, 
seniors Allen Lyday and Kris Van Norman anchored the NU secon- 
dary. Lyday signed with the Kansas City Chiefs and Van Norman 
with the Atlanta Falcons. 


JACK PIERCE 


Entering his sixth year at Nebraska as an assistant coach is Jack 
Pierce.

While the Cybex is geared toward preventing the injury, the Ortho-Tron is set up to rehabilitate the 
athlete after a knee surgery. It helps to return strength to the weakened parts of the knee.

A legend in national college football coaching, Bob 
Devaney, stepped down as the Huskers’ head football 
coach in 1973 to devote his full time to the entire Hus- 
ker athletic program as the Athletic Director. 

The man who built the Nebraska Cornhuskers into a 
national football power, Devaney had National Cham- 
pionship teams in 1970 and 1971.During the time that 
he was head coach for the Huskers, he was the “win- 
ningest coach in the nation” based on percentage of 
victories. 

During his tenure, he won three straight Orange 
Bowl games, two National Championships, nine bowl 
trips in eleven years, plus eight Big 8 Championships, 
one Heisman Trophy winner, two Outland Trophy win- 
ners, and one Lombardi Award winner, in addition to 
numerous National Coach of the Year honors. In 1981 
Devaney was inducted into the National College Foot- 
ball Hall of Fame. 

In post season All Star game contests, Devaney 
coached the Hula Bowl, the Coaches All American 
game, the All American Bowl, the Blue-Gray game, 
and the Shrine East-West. He also coached the Col- 
lege All Stars against the NFL Champion Dallas Cow- 
boys in the 1972 College All Star game. 

Under Devaney’s guidance, Nebraska has one of 
the top athletic programs in the country. The Huskers 
have won two of the last three All Sports Titles in the 
Big 8 Conference. The Bob Devaney Sports Center is 
one of the top indoor facilities of it’s kind in the nation. It 
features a synthetic 220 yard track, a 15,000 seat bas- 
ketball arena, a beautiful swimming pool, and gymnas- 
tics and wrestling room.

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The Nebraska track program is a unique 
blend of the experienced and the enthusias- 
tic. New Head Coach Gary Pepin has taken 
the Nebraska women’s team to the top of 
the NCAA charts and Frank Sevigne is en- 
tering his 28th year with the Huskers. 

Pepin heads both the men’s and 
women's program this season, although he 
has been with the Huskers for four years.
